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On 19 January 6 Sovicts, 70 Chinese Commmist naval techni¢ions, and 10 

tons of ammmition arrived at Yulin Harbor (109-3), 18-13), Hainan, aboard 
motor junks. On the same day 16 Sovicts arrived at Yulin Harbor aboard tro 
Soviet submarincs with 6 boxes of commmications cquipment; they imnediately 
left for Sanya Airfield with the equipment. 

In mid—January a Chinese Commmist naval. training center with 1,200’ trainees 
was in the former "Fisherman's Children School" at Chinmen (4° "| ), in the 
ores Tigris arca, Classes at this training center were opened in Decembor 
1950. 


In mid-January 1951 the Kwangtune authorities were erecting a number of 
shipbuilding yards at Aottouchiang (11h=32, 223) and Taya (111-12, 21-33) 
for the construction of motor junks. Ifilitary authorities in the Taya area 
were buying large cuantities of lumber at Hong Kong for shipment. to the 
Aot?wehiang area. Between Land 15 January aporoximately 3,000 pieces of 
tamper were sont by truck to the Aot'ouchiang area from Shench'uan (116-18, 
22-59}, 


On 13 January one weather station at Chinchiang (118+3h, 25-5);) and another 
at Amoy began operating under tie East China Air Force, which also has one 
weather station at Foochow and another at Chienou (118-19, 27-0). 
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
